"VILLAIN" 
HISTORY, which has a habit 


of 
repeating itself, runs 


true to form in a number of 
words, as may be seen by the 
comparison of the changes un- 
dergone by "pa?ari" and "vil- 
lain." The former, as we have 
seen, first meant a dweller in 
a village (pagus), then a heathen 
villager and then a heathen. 


Similarly, "villain" was orici- 


nally applied to the serf or peas- 
ant, known as "villaiius" he- 
cause he was attached to the 
< 


villa or farm. In this sense it 
had 
no opprobrious meaning 


whatever, being practically a 
sjnonym for our word "countrs- 
man" or "rustic." Then, because 
it was taken for granted that the 
peasant would be churlish, self- 
ish, dishonest, and generally of 
evil moral conditions—referring, 
of course, only to the peasants 
of other daj*—the word began 
to take on these secondary char- 
acteristics, and, at the third 
step, nothing of the meaning 
which the etymology suggests 
survives. 
The peasant is en- 


tirely lost, and the evil moral 
conditions of him who is called 
by this name alone remain, for. 
in its final stage, the epithet may 
be as freely applied to the peer 
as to the pauper.

these outfits were given or delivered 
free of charge, the uniforms were 
spoken of as "llveres" and the cus- 
tom gradually spread until all of 
the nobility and even some of the 
gentry were clothing their servants. 
As a means of differentiating between 
the servants of various houses, the 
uniforms were made <of contrasting 
colors and varying stjles, and the 
French verb, when translated into 
English, became "livery." 


In England, however, the term has 


had a number oT meanings. During 
the reign of Edward IV, for example, 


it appears to have been synonymous 
with "badge," because this mark ot 
service consisted of a crest or coat- 
of-arms worn upon the left sleeve— 
much as the men of the American 
expeditionary 
force 
wore 
an arm- 


badffe or insignia to designate the 
legiment to which they belonged. 
Like other uniforms, the servants' 


1 livery gradually became standardized 
and today there is far less latitude 
in the choice of servants' clothing of 1

kind than there was in the

These are the mild cases 
and those able to perform work with- 
out the necessity of having a guard 
over them. The separation of the 34 
inmates of the mental ward at the 
County Home, into insane and mental- 
ly deficient cases, was made ctecontly 
by a member of the Public Welfare 
Bureau. Hereafter, all mental cases 
which come before the local courts 
for commitment will be sent directly 
to State hospitals. 
The Adams coun- 


ty Directors of the. Poor endeavored 
to secure the necessary permit to keep 
insane patients at the local home, but 
efforts failed and they, together/ wtth 
Directors of the Poor in neighboring 
counties, will abide by the ruling of 
the Welfare department.

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STATE TO REHUILI) ROAD 


HANOVER TO CROSS KEYS 


The former Carlisle 'pike 
from 


Hanover to the Cross Keys will be 
rebuilt this fall of bituminous pene- 
tration construction. The entire ex- 
pense of the work will be borne by the 
state. Announcement to this effect 
was made Friday from Harrisburg. 
It was only thru strenuous afforts ex- 
ertedi by Samuel S. Lewis, auditor 
general, and Dr. Charles A. Keagy. 
Hanover, president of the York coun- 
ty commissioners, that this relief is 
at last to be provided the motorists 
of this vicinity. Dr. Keagy has been 
endeavoring for the past six months 
to have the road rebuilt. When Au- 
ditor General Lewis learned of the 
had1 condition into which the highway 
had fallen he at once became inter- 
ested in the proposition because of 
his many friends in this section. The 
two officials working together finally 
secured the consent of the state high- 
way department to rebuild) the road. 
George H. Biles, assistant state Irgh- 
way commissioner, has written to 
both Mr. Lewis and to Dr. Keagy 
telling of the action taken by his de- 
partment. It was found after careful 
investigation of the physical condi- 
tions that there is a very substantial 
foundation in the road, and in lieu 
of the water-bound macadam resur- 
facing originally contemplated it has 
been concluded to use the bituminous 
penetration type, which will give this 
community a good, first-class highway 
superior to any of the surfacings on 
the Lincoln Highway in this vicinity

HILE Clarice has its origin in 
the same root as Clare or Clara, 
its evolution progressed in a far dif- 
ferent manner. 
The Latin adjective 
clarus. lueaniDg bright or famous, is 
of course responsible for both names, 
but where Clare followed the English' 
and French, Clarice is the product of 
Italy. 


The old Latin feminine of words 
ending in "or" to signify the doer, 
was '*lx"; In modern Italian this be- 
comes "Ice," 
Clarice, therefore, was 
the feminine name 
so 
evolved 
and 
meant **to make famous." 
It proved 
popular throughout Italy, its famous 
bearer 
probably 
being 
the 
wife of 
Lorenzo de Medici. 


Though France already had a Claire, 
she adujited Clarice, giving a soft "ss" 
sound to the *'c." 
This explains the 
Clarissa wliJch spfang up in England 
and was given extraordinary 
vogue 
by Richardsun in hid novel wherein he 
made Clarissa his heroine, 
The popu- 
larity of this botjk in France brought 
forth CJarlsse. 
It is not the ilrst in- 
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Stance 
of 
one 
language 
adopting 
the change made upon one of its own 
words by another tongue.
